SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The 3.5” computer disk entitled Mang2s13 has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication contains material that is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. It contains a number of images that depict school girls engaging in 
sexual activity, by themselves, with each other, and with adults. The explicitly sexual 
nature of these images indicates that their intent is to titillate the viewer. The 
publication tends to promote and support the sexual exploitation of young persons by 
presenting these persons as legitimate subjects of adult sexual fantasy. 

The publication also tends to promote and support the use of violence to compel a 
person to submit to sexual conduct. Two images depict a female being held down by a 
male, and apparently made to engage in sexual activity. The images highlight and 
sexualise the female’s fear and lack of control, thereby tending to legitimise the violent 
conduct. 

The rights and freedoms contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 cannot 
be applied to this publication, as it contains material deemed to be objectionable under 
s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 
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
